In my own mind, as to whether 
it is fair to ask for additional pieces beyond what is asked 
for now. In other words, whet would you sell the Hawaiian items 
for if you were selling them at retail? You certainly are in 
a much better position to express yourself on that subject than 
I am . 


You told me that you were exchanging these items for 
some other Western material which you do not have and if you 
are, that is an indication of how sought after these Hawalians 
are. Seeing these Hawaiians will certainly improve your respect 
for them. 


I look forward to hearing from you.
